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English Mail. 

It is asserted that tlio Duke of Ediu- 
uurgb,for domesLic reasons, hits resign- 
ed the command of Her Majesty's 
steamship Sultan, aud is returning to 
England. 

During the recent corner iu petrole- 
um in England $00,000 wnsofl'ered for 
the uso of a steamer at Now York, 
simply to carry one load of the com- 
modity to Liverpool and return. The 
offer was rejected. 

A Halifax correspondent states that 
a meeting of the Liberal Association 
of that town has been called in conse- 
quence of a wish expressed by Mr. 
Cressly to resign his seat, He will be 
roquested to retain it. 

The present winter in Great Britain 
is remarkable for unusual symptoms 
of early vegetation; aud this id still 
more tlio case in France, where iu some 
districts the season appears, by all re- 
ports, to be several weeks in advance. 

The "Uuita Cattolica," the organ of 
the Vatican, states that tho English 
Ritualists continue to prepare neo- 
phytes for the Catholic Church in 
llome, announces the conversion of 
four English clergymen, who, it Bays, 
liavo courageously renounced their 
rich livings to enter tho true church. 

Prosecutions in England for viola- 
tion of the Public Worship Regulation 
Act are likely to multiply. Tue war- 
dens of the Parish of St. Ethelberg, 
London, have been empowered by tho 
parishoneis to take measures against 
Rod well, the rector, who has intro- 
■duced "extreme practices" into the 
ohurch services. Tho prosecution of 
Mr. Puller, of the Church of St, Mary 
the Virgin, also in London, is in con- 
templation. 

Col. Grant, the companion of Cap- 
tain Speke in Africa writes to protest 
agninst.the annexation of lhe[equatorial 
lake region by the Khedive, lie thinks 
it is much to be regretted, in the in- 
terests of humanity and civilization, 
that the Mahomedan element should 
become paramount in the countries 
which Baker and Gordon have been 
employed in conquering for tho 
Egyptian Ruler. 

An effort is being mado in London 
to change tho customs of fashionable 
society. Tho people are tired of dan- 
cing till daylight and Bleeping till 
noon, and an effort is to be made dur- 
ing Esstaer "in the highest quarters" 
to make afternoon dances a feature. 
The kettle drums of a year or two ago, 
and the "receptions" and "at homes" 
of the current season have been steps 
in that direction. 

A noteworthy incident of the coal 
trade last week is the purchase of 1.000 
tons Newcastle to bo shipped from 
England at G2|gold, delivered into 
carts in New York, free of all expense. 
The sellers, it is said, were desirous 
of disposing of a much larger quantity 
at the aamo figures. The co il is to bo 
used in tho manufacture of gas. 

A hymn book controversy lias arisen 
between tho Vicar of Brixham, the 
Rev. A. P. Carey, and tho congrega- 
tion, aud the latter have held a meet- 
ing to protost against tho vicar using 
Sunkey's hymns instead of tho usual 
Church hymus. The vicar was pres- 
ent at the meeting, and said he used 
Sankey's hymns as an antidoto to tho 
questionable teaching of tho church 
collector. Only one.of his parishion- 
ers, howaver, supported him, but tho 
rev. gentleman nevertheless said ho 
should uso his own judgment on tho 
subject. If ho persists in using tho 
objoctioinblo hymns many ot his con- 
gregation threaten to leave bis church.

lieved ?." "Baptising in tho name" will 
he corroototl to" Baptising into the mime;" 
"the passago inPotor, chapter ii., verses 
1,5, "Add to your faith virtue, and to 
virtue kuowledgo," will ho changed 
to lead, "Iu your faith milliliter vir- 



tue, and in your virtue knowledge;" 
the reference iu John, chapter x., 
verse Hi, "Ono fold, one shepherd," 
will be corrected to "Ono flock, one 
shepherd;" "The lovo of inouoy is the 
root of all evil" will be changed to 
'•The lovo of money is a root of all 
evil."

THE CABIBOO-YALE WAGON-ROAD 
AND THE EXPENDITURE IN 
YALE DISTRICT. 

A poet says, "hell hath no fury like a 
woman scorned." Wo sometimes think 
that the earth does not contain a more 
malignant person than the ei-Ohief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works. Turned 
out of ofliL'o nioro than a year ago by the 
representatives of an indignant pooplo, 
after having exceeded the legitimate es> 
pondituro of his aopartnoe^ m QNlL 
YEAB BY UPWA1U)S 01 ONL HUN- 
DRED AND FIFTY THOUSAND DOL- 
LARS ho has over sinc3 sustained a hot 
lire on his successor. The press, the pub- 
lie platform, the legislative hall-havo all 
resounded to the lamon^tiona of this dis- 
appointed man ovei-tho loss of his place. 
It is amusing to hear him complain of the 
want of courtesv on the part ot tho pre- 
sent Chief Commissioner, When tlio wholo 
country is aware that during his(Mr. Bea- 
von's) term of oOiee it win tilmost impos- 
sible to ohtaiu a civil imswor from him 
on auy public mutter, lion wore kept 
dancing upon the Land Ofliee day after 
day and woek after week on the most tri- 
vial protoxts. Such a thing as a plain 
"yes" or "no" was never heard from the 
ex-Chief Commissioner's lips; and the 
correspondence was endless. If an ap- 
plicant f"r laud forgot to cross a "t" or 
dot an "i," in nine c:\ho.s out of ten ho re- 
ceived a letter from tLu Chief Commis 
sioner notifying him of the omission. 
One of the first acts of the ex-Chief was 
to shako the titles to 0,11 the pre-empted 
land in Cowiohan and Suoaioh districts by- 
declaring that the districts had not boeu 
surveyed ! Ono gentleman spent Slit) in 
travelling expenses between Victoria and 
a district not mora than 70 milos distant 
before ho could secure a land giant, 
which was dually given on tbo terms iirst 
proposed by the gentleman himself. Tbo 
letler-books of the dcpartinont teem with 
correspondence of sonbsurd and ridiculous 
a character that no man possessing an 
atom of selfrespoet or the slightest busi- 
ness capacity would dream of writing it. 
Whon people from Siuuiich came to the 
Land Ollice aud stated that certain bridges 
over which they had to piss woro in a 
oondition dangerous to Jifo and limb, 
the only response they received was — 
"Bow can you expect us to repair your 
bridges if you send men in to oppose the 
Government!" The livos of f armors and 
their families woro placed in eoustau; 
jeopardy because tbo district had a mind 
of its own on political subjects aud daro 
express it. During L875 only one hun- 
dred and thirty six dollars were spent on 
roads and bridges in Lake and Saariich dis- 
tricts. 

When tbo people of Yale informed Mr. 
Beaven that the wagouroad was in a per- 
ilous condition and petitioned for its iin- 
modiato repair, they were told that ho did 
not beliovo them; unO within threo days 
thereafter a large section of the road cav- 
ed in, carrying witb i t a wagon-train and 
615.0U0 worth of goods and noarly sacri- 
ficed three valuable lives. Inconsequence 
of this accident tbo rute of freight to Car- 
iboo was doubled at orico, and tho minei s 
were the sufferers. 

When the piosent Chief Commissioner 
of Lauds A: Works cuinc into ollice bo 
found the Y..lo-Caiiboo wagon road— the 
main artery of the Province — the avenue 
through which every pound of goods was 
carried to the mines and every ounce of 
gold brought to Victoria to pay for the 
goods — in a state of ruin aud decay. Be- 
fore the parties that ho sent out to place 
tbo road in order hud got fairly Uo work 
tbo great floods of 1870 came. The river 
rose one hundred feet perpendicularly in 
tbo canyons. The road, in somo places, 
was iO feet under water. Tlio rotten 
cribbing and the decaying bridges that 
Mr. Beaven had refused in response to 
the application of tbo Yaloites to replace 
with sound timber were washed away al- 
most immediately. Wbentho waters sub- 
sided every bridge between Yalo and Lyt- 
ton and the cribbing for fifteen miles was 
found to tiave been carried off. Strong 
parties were set to work to repair I ho da- 
mage and iu threo weeks after tho waters 
bad left the road tho lirst loaded wagons 
lett Yale for tbo upper country-; ana be 
fore tbo working sens on of 1^70 closed t'uq 
wagon road was placed in a better condi- 
tion thi« it had-bi"_<:i ataxy pevi-d <-v.n-.fi 
1864, and freights were lower than over 
before known. Wlion the road tolls Bill 
was introduced last session tho Premier 
pledged his Government to placo tbo 
wagonroadina complete state of repair cost 
what it might to do it. Hs has kept that 
plodgo. Tbo condition of tbo road is such 
as to excitu the admiration of every ono 
who lias travelled over it. Tho cost of 
freighting to tho mines bus been reducod 
one-half, and from Yule to Cariboo, bow- 
evor much men may differ upon tho poli- 
tical issues of tho day, the energy and 
ability of tho Lands & Works Department 
under its present Chief are extolled. A 
great many thousand pounds of merchan- 
dize and two thousand bead of oattlo have 
passed over tbo road sinc^ August of last 
year without meeting with a single ueoi- 
dont. These two thousand beovos wero 
brought to Victoria and have retained in 
tho country rising $L00 ,000 which,but for 
tbo state of efficiency in which the wagon 
road lias been placed, would havo boon 
sent to a foreign country. 

To accomplish thisalargo expenditure of 
money was necessary. Tlio Government 
have not shrunk from the responsibility. 
Nor will they bo at all affected by the 
ouekoo cry that $93,000 wero spent 
in Yale District last year. It is not the 
fault of the Government that tho "rains 
descended and the Hoods curno." It is nut 
their fault that the noctioiis of wagon-ioad 
that run through Yalo d istriot woro moat 
neglected by Mr. beaven and required 
Iho expenditure of so largo a sum before 
it could bo made travelable. But what 
will tbo people of Lillooot and Cariboo 
Bay when they know that the Opposition 
organ finds fault witb and takes exoeption 
to an oxpendituro of public monoy t'J 
placo tboir only means of communication 
with tho coast in good onlor? What havo 
Mr. Walkem, Mr. Evans and Mr. E. 
Brown got to say now? Tho money was 
spent in Y'ule District, it is true; but it 
was spent t:> plnce tho means of cheap 
food within reach of tlio farmers and 
minors of tho interior. It was not fritt- 
ered awaj uiioii cios.s rouila to support- 
ers' doors, or in improving tho Chief 
Commissioner's private property. If every 
dollar of tho public money has been oi> 
ponded in tho sumo elYeotivo manner oh 



the 893,000 that was spent in Yalo distriot 
tho lease of life of the present Govern- 
ment is a long ono. 

Let us now contrast tho oxpendituro of 
Mr. Beaven in Yalo district in 187-i and 
1875 with Mr. Voruou's in 1876.

THE HOUSE. 



Nearly the wbole afternoon yesterday 
was consumed in discussing tho right of 
tho Public Accounts Committeo to de- 
mand information from tho Government 
that bad not first been laid before tho 
House. Tho Government stated on Fri- 
day that they would furnish the informa- 
tion if tho Honse desired it; but that tlioy 
would not not do ho without a distinct 
voto of tho House. Tho dubuta yesterday 
was long and desultory. Tho Speaker 
after giving an opinion that the question 
was irregular, allowed tho widest latitude 
for debate, which was seized by tbo op- 
position— mobt of whom spoke six times 
each and ono cloven times. "Tho refusal 
of tbo Government was at last sustained 
by tbo casting voto of tbo Speaker. Mr. 
Pimbury's railway r< solution with Dr. 
Tolmie'e amoud.i.ent was then taken up, 
and after a good speech from tho Doctor 
Mr. Walkem spoko to the galleries till the 
hour of six arrived. 



TRUTH GETS A HEARING! 



The Drydock Award. 

Even tho Opposition organ tells the 
truth sometimes — whon it can't help it. 
From tho ollicial award (which it publish- 
ed yesterday) of tho arbitrators in tho 
matter of the land-cluim of Messrs. Tol- 
mie and Finlayson, in connection with 
tho Drydock, it appears that tho money 
was paid upon the award by tho arbitra- 
tors. Here is tho award as it appears in 
tho Standard:

es, the uudersigued, C. W. B. Thompson, 
Umpire, hereby awards as follows: THAT 
THE CLAIMANTS MUST BE PAID 
AT THE RATE OF TWENTY FIVE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS (2,500) PER 
ACHE, WITH INTEREST ADDED AT 
THE RATE OF TEN (10) PER CENT. 
PER ANNUM, FROM THE DATE OF 
NOTICE OF THE LAND BEING RE- 
QUIRED HY THE GOVERNMENT, 
UNTIL THE DATE OF PAYMENT 
BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
AMOUNT AWARDED.

VOX POPULI IN VICTORIA DIS- 
TP.ICT. 



It ii rather an unfortunate circum- 
stance for the Opposition, and a very 
comfortable reflection for tho Govern- 
ment, that at two public meetings held in 
Victoria District during tho past week 
not a single elector who voted for the Liberal 
candidates in 1875 took (inactive part. The 
chairmen of both meetings, and tho speak- 
ers, the movers and seconders of the reso- 
lutions were all supporters of the Walkem 
Government. Tbo requisition calling "n 
Dr. 'Xojnue to resign is signed by men 
who neitnor voted for him nor Mr. Hum- 
phreys, and so far from tho feeling of tho 
Cedar Hill meetiug being ngaiiiot tho 
doctor moro than two thirds of tho bona- 
lido electors present at that gathering 
havo since signed a reqaistiorj expressing 
confidenco in him as their representative. 

WHO OPPOSED THE ISLAND RAIL- 
WAY ? 

Mr. Humphreys at tho meeting at 
Hurnsido charged that Dr. Tolmie had 
voted against tho Island Railway. This 
is a deliberate mis-statement. Dr. Tolmio 
opposed tho amendments to tho ad- 
dress, moved by Mr. Walkem and 
Dr. Ash, the real objects of which woro to 
upset tho Ministry. Tho real feelings of 
tho introducers of the amendments as to 
tho Railway will bo best understood from 
tho action of a public meeting, held iu 
this city immediately alter the rejection 
of the amendments, which meeting was 
addressed by Mr. Humphreys and Mr. 
Walkem in support of a resolution giving 
Canada until tno first of August, 1878, to 
commence tho railway which End Car- 
narvon says she will begin after tho 
'"lapse of a singio summer." Tbo Gov- 
ernment and Dr. Tolmie, remember, pro- 
pose to accept Lord Carnarvon's sugges- 
tion of the "single summer." Tlio Oppo- 
sition, whilein the House, voted for'tho 
commencement ioI the Island Railway "at 
onco," and straightway went to tho meet- 
ing and supported n resolution for a de- 
lay in railway commencement till tho 1st 
of August, 1878! How is that for consis- 
tency? And how could Mr. Humphreys 
stand up at Hurnsido and declare with 
truth that Dr. Tolmio had voted against 
the Island Railway whon tho very rovorBo 
is tho fact?

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, March '.).— Tho Tribune's 
Washington special says (hero is an 
obvious weakening in tho Republican 
opposition to Hayes. Tbo general im- 
pression is that Elaine's demonstration 
was rash and premature. A largo num- 
ber of Democrats, it is reported, includ- 
ing Bayard and Tburman, will uphold 
Hayes in his efforts to improve tho south. 

New York, March 10. — Objections to 
tho probate of tbo will of late Commodore 
Vanderbilt were filed in tho cllico of the 
Surrogate to day. Tlioy are seventeen in 
number and deny it is the Commodore's 
will o- that it was signed aud executed 
by him. 

EUROPE. 
London, March 10. —The Standard pub- 
lishes a telegram from d Paris correspon- 
dent saying information of gravest kind 
was received thoro from well informed 
sources. It thinks it very doubtful if 
the Government will allow it to be trans- 
mitted by telegraph, therefore sends it 
by post. Tho German Government as- 
sumes an attitude towards France which 
is calculated to cause serious uneasiness as 
to tho maintaining of peace. The Ger- 
man Government have been consistent ill 
their manifestation of ill-will. First cume 
their refusal to take part in the exhibition 
of 1878; next attacks of the German press 
against France; and now wo understand 
tbo Cabinet at Berlin havo intimated to 
France they regard tbo construction of 
tho second lino of fortresses as only a 
step. This second lino of fortresses was 
intended to establish on artificial frontier 
lino between Germany and France with- 
out which tho latter country is open to 
invasion. The French Government have 
complied promptly with tho demands of 
the German Government and have under- 
taken not to construct tbo fortifications of 
Arras. 



Dominion Parliament, 



Ottawa, Feb. 23. 

In Committee of Supply, on tho itom 
81500 for circuit allowances, Manitoba, 

Mr. Sohultz asked why, pa $3000 was 
voted this year, the amount had been cut 
down one half V 

Mr. Blake said they had found from ex- 
perience that §1500 'would be sufficient, 
and it was not thought necessary to usk 
Parliament for a larger sum than would 
be required. 

Mr. Schultz asked if the estimate was 
made on the samo basis as that for British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Blakesaid the allowance had been 
changed once or twice in Manitoba. The 
amount was now fixed upon tho consider- 
ation that it was a fair remuneration for 
the expense iucarred, The condition of 
this matter in British Columbia was un- 
satisfactory. The account wai vouched 
by the judge, but there was no means of 
declaring to th e judge that the sums 
charged are confined to such as tlioy ought 
to be charged to. Of course there was no 
reason for thinking anything wrong ex- 
cept from the enormity of tho amounts 
charged. There was reason to believe 
that tho services of an officer, a registrar 
or clerk charged ns traveling expenses 
ought not to be charged. 

On the item $15,000 for circuit allow- 
ance for Riitisb Columbia. 

Sir John Macdonald said that wa9 a 
largo sum. 

Mr. Rlake said it was a tremendous voto, 
but they were trying to obtain some state- 
ments which would enable them to reduce 
the expenses. Of course travelling in 
Eiitish Columbia was expensive, but 
representations had been made which led 
him to believe that there had been n con- 
siderable degree of liberality in this re- 
spect, and that long oirouiis wero made 
with very small results in tho administa- 
tion of justice. They had only a con- 
current power in tho matter, nnd while tbo 
Local Government determined where the 
Assizes should be held it was difficult 
for tbo Dominion Government to inter- 
vene. If the Act was disullowed they 
would have to provide for tho expenses 
of tho judges. 

The item passed. 

On the item 88,000 for contingencies 
ami disbursements, including judges' tra- 
velling expenses aud printing and bind- 
ing reports, also salaries of officers to bo 
appointed in the Supreme Court of Cana- 
da and tho Exchequer Court. 

Mr. Mitchell said he supposed, looking 
at tho large expenditure for judges, that 
where it was found more convenient and 
less expensive the Court would go to 
Halifax and Tbitish Columbia t<i collect 
evidence. 

Mr. Blako said under such circumstan- 
ces the judges would at any rato go to 
Halifax and Quebec, but it was not pro- 
posed that they should go to snob a dis- 
tant part as British Columbia. In case 
it -ens necessary to obtain evidence from 
Brititsh Columbia, ample provision was 
made for obtaining it by commission and 
transmitting it here.

SECOND SESSION. 

Monday, March 12. 

Tho Speaker took tho Chair at 2:10. o'- 
olook. 

fUBlilO ACCOUNTS. 

Mr. Spoaker reml tho following opinion 
witu respect to the power of the Public 
Accounts Oommittee to nsk questions con- 
cerning matters that- bad not been refer- 
red to them by the House: 

"With rospect to the matter mentioned 
on Friday last by Mr. Fisher, tho Chair- 
man of tho Committee on Public Accounts, 
and upon which tho House is to decide 
to-day, 1 may state that, having looked 
into the authorities, I have formed the 
opinion that a Ministry, by agreeing to 
the appoiutuient of a Committcee on Pub- 
lic Accounts, doo3 not thereby consent to 
inform tho Committee of any matters 
whiob, for reasons of public policy, ought 
to remain private. 

"Referring to tho Order of the House 
appointing tho Coinmittoo, which appears 
in the Votes of 21st February hut, I think 
that the Committee have in fact no au- 
thority to enquire into any matter until 
it has been first referred to them by tho 
House. Tho ortler is as follows: — 

"Ordered, That Select Standing Com- 
mittees for this House, for the •<resonl 
Session, bo appointed for tho following 
purposes: — 

" T. On Standing Orders and Private 
Bills; 

" '2. On Public Accounts; 
■which said Committees shall severally be 
empowerod to examine and enquire into 
all such matters and things as shall be 
referrod to them by tho House, and to re- 
port from timo to time their observations 
and opinions thereon, with power to send 
for papers, persouH and records.' 

"As the House is aware, no matter has 
yet been referred to tho Public Accounts 
Committee in tho present Session. 

"The Public Accounts Committee, un- 
like other Select Committees, is properly 
noniiuuted by the Government, and not 
ohnsnn, a3 was tho case on tho 0th March, 
inst." 

Mr. Walkem spoke at somo length, 
claiming that the Committee had a right 
to a~k the questious they bad propounded 
respecting the disposal of the bonds ami 
the balance in Bank; but acknowledged 
thut tho committee had no right to ques- 
tion tho Government ai to their financial 
policy. 

Mr. Mara said that tho question was 
what was tho balance in the Bank of Col- 
umbia and the Savings Bank at tho dato 
of asking the question; also what disposi- 
tion had boon made of tho bonds. 

Mr. Beaven add that at the hist session 
of tho Dominion House Mr. O&rtwrigbt 
placed before tho Public Accounts Com- 
mittee tho fullest details of the lust loan. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho Finance Min- 
ister horo would do tlio same at the pro- 
per timo. 

Mr. Fisher said that last session tho Fi- 
nance Oommittee wasted several days and 
weeks without toocivisg certaia informa- 
tion from the then Chiof Commissioner; 
and had not received it yot (cheers). The 
FiDftuco Minister had refused to answer 
tuo question put to him by the Public 
Aooounts Committee without the cousont 
of this House. 

Mr. Mara said that no authority hal 
betm or could be quoted to. support of the 
assertion that a similar question ha 1 ever 
been asked of or answered by tin-Dominion 
Government, and showed from the Dom- 
inion sessional papers for 1H71 to show 
thut tho Public Accounts Committee dealt 
only with such matters as were referred 
to tuom by tho House (hear.) The Pub- 
lic Accounts Committee could not doal 
with anythiug thut was nut referred to 
thorn by tho House. He quoted also from 
tho Ontario Sessional Papers to show that 
there was no precedent for tho questions 
asked by tho Finance Committee. If a 
distinct resolution was brought iu asking 
the Finance Committee to give certain 
information be would vote for it; but an 
irregular question hid been asked by tho 
Fiuanco Committee and now an attempt 
was made to put the Ministry iu a false 
light. 

Mr. Beaven quoted from Canadian Ses- 
sional papers to prove tho regularity of 
the quostiom. 

Hoc. Mr. Smithe said tho lion, member 
for Victoria City (Mr. Beaven) had ask- 
od the question, "How many bonds have 
you sold," and that after ttio hon. member 
for Coniox had naked, "what was the bal- 
ance at the Banks V" He behoved tho 
question was put to embarrass tho Gov- 
ernment. Ho had only asked one ques- 
tion and not a serios of questions. He 
should have given tho same answer even 
if ho hud boon asked one or a dozen ques- 
tions — that ho wished to consult his col- 
leagues. Ho told the lion, gentleman for 
Conioi thut the office was open to him 
and tho Committee could examine tho 
aooounts to the oud of tho year; but if 
thoy wished to examine accounts that 
worn not balanced a wrong impression 
might go abroad, and he would resist it 
unloss instructed by the House to comply. 
The Committee had no power to ask what 
was tho balance at the bun!; at this time. 

Mr. Fisher road tho minutes of tho 
Coinmittoo rospocting what tookplaoo be- 
fore tho Committee which dovolopod a 



vory different state of matters to that ex- 
plained by Mr. Beavon. 

Mr. Beaven said tho minutes wero not 
correct. 

Mr. Fisher repliod that the minutos 
wore road over at tho timo and would bo 
confirmed at the next meeting. 

Mr. Humphreys contended that the 
Oommittee had tho power to investigate 
tho condition of tho bonds and of tho lin- 
unces of the Province generally. It was 
tho duty of tho Committee to ask whore 
the revenue on which tho expenditure 
was made oame from. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that ho had not 
rofused to give an answor if directed to do 
bo by the House. What had tho balance 
of to-day, or that of to-morrow, or of yes- 
terday to do with tho expenditures to 31sfc 
December. Expenditure was going on 
all tho timo. 

Mr. Walkem said that all expenditures 
coasod on tho 31st of December of each 
your. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho replied that there was 
a constitutional power given tho Govern- 
ment which enablod it to make expendi- 
tures after tho 31st December. Tho hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Walkem) had himself ex- 
pended §87,000 in 1875 and 852,000 iu 
187(1, which was afterwards confirmed by 
this House in the supplementary esti- 
mates (hear.) The Government had 
nothing whatever to conceal with regard 
to tho bonds. In a few days every thing 
must bo laid open when the budget came 
down and it was only because members of 
tho coinmittoo wished to gratify their 
own curiosity or produce a false impres- 
sion that this information was sought to 
bo luul in an unconstitutional manner. 
When he (Mr. Smithe) addressed this 
House at first on this subject he had said 
thut if tho House wished tho committee 
to ask these questions he would answer 
them. He had not refused to answer the 
question — he hud paid that he would con- 
sult his colleagues. He knew hon. gen 
tlomen opposite wished to make capital 
out of this question with the public, and 
that wns why the question was raised. If 
in the opinion of this House it was 
thought he should answer tho questions 
he would do so, but ho told the House 
that in a few days they would be in the 
possession of the fullest information in 
respect to this mutter. 

Mr. Walkem said the Government wero 
acting contrary to precedent. 

Mr. Mara proposed that the opinion of 
tho Speaker be now read and recorded in 
tho journals of the House. The com- 
mittee could not ask questions on this 
very point unless thoy have especial 
power granted to them by tho House. He 
did not believe tho Government had any- 
thing to fear. 

Mr. Fisher seconded Mr. Mara's reso- 
lution. 

Dr. Tolmio was astounded to hero such 
bold assertions and so litt'o argument 
from the other side, ami felt Eatistied that 
tho Ministry were iu the right. 

Mr. Beaven — The committee appealed 
to tho House and not to tho Spe aker, and 
ha proposed an amendment that tho pub- 
lic accounts up to dato be referred to the 
Committee on Public Accounts. 

Dr. Ash thought it would not be to the 
public interest if the Committee on Public 
Accounts wero prevented by tho House 
from making full inquiries. 

Mr. Mara had no objection to withdraw 
his resolution, as tho amendment moved 
by Mr. Beaven virtually endorsed tho 
Speaker's decision. 

Mr. Elliott wished to know whether tho 
hon. gentleman wished for tho accounts up 
yesterday as these accounts had not 
been audited up to that day? 

Mr. Smith charged that tho Opposi- 
tion wero wasting timo in the hope of 
geetting portfolios (cheers.) When tho 
present members of tho Opposition were 
on the Government benches it was im- 
possible to get any returns from them. 
He had asked for returns until ho was 
sick. He would support no resolution 
that required the Government to give re- 
turns ol accounts after the 31btof Decom 
bet' unless thoy were audited. 

H >n. Mr. Smitho said it was im- 
possible to audit tho accounts to 
dato, and if tho amendment of 
Mr. Beaven called for any return 
beyond tho 3 1st of Decomber ho must op- 
pose it. He denied that he instructed his 
deputy not to reply to the question put 
to him, and his refusal showed that it was 
irregular. Tho Budget which ho would 
shortly lay before the House would re- 
veal everything, and tho Public Acoounts 
Coinmitteo might investigate it. Ho mov- 
ed in amendment that the words "to 
date" bo struck out and the words to 
"3lst December, 1876,", be inserted. Mr. 
Beaven bad iofocpwJ the House that the 
action of tho late Government was to keep 
the books opeu till the 15th of January in 
oach year. Nothing had been dono by 
this Government that had not been done 
by their predecessors, If the House met 
in Decern brr or enrly in January that 
course could be followed, but if it met 
later payments must be mado to working 
men who could not lay out of their 
monoy three months. Tho samo thing 
had boon dono by the lato Government. 

Mr. Walkem s.tid he did not question 
tho right of the Government to make 
such payments, but pleaded for tho power 
of the committee. 

Hon Mr Elliott said that the last speak- 
er had said the Government hud squand- 
ered the public money recklessly since the 
publication of public accounts, lie do- 
fied hon. gentlemen to show that there 
was any precedent for this question. Let 
tho House wait until tho Budget and tho 
supplementary estimates were brought be- 
fore tho House and then the oommittee 
might investigate them. 

After somo further remarks from 
Messrs. Fisher, Humphreys, Ash and 
Williams, 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that tho com- 
mittee could not get a correct idea from 
tho unaudited accounts, and no oommit- 
tee hud over before asked for it. This 
House should not establish a precedent 
while this was (to uso tho expression of 
tho Loader of the Opposition) a little ono- 
horwo place, to bind it when it became a 
largo place. Tho committee only wanted 
to make political capital out of this ques- 
tion. The audited accounts till tho 31st 
of December wore at tho disposal of tho 
committee. 

Mr. Armstrong tiaid tho public accounts 
committee had no power to audit accounts; 
but tboy had a right to examine into any- 
thing they heard ufToeting tho Govern- 
ment expenditure. As Finance Minister 
ho had never objected to any examination 
of his accounts. 

Mr. Mara said that lie was on tho pub- 
lic accounts for three years and the com- 
mittee had never tried to examine into 
tho accounts for any period beyond tho 
31st Decomber. This attempt was con- 
trary to all procodon 1 . Ho dolled tho 
hon. gontlomau opposite to produce any 
authority. 



Mr. Stnithe's atnondment was thoa put 
resulting— 12 to 12. 

Mr. Speaker voted for tho amendmont 
which was carried amid loud cheors. 
accounts. 

Mr. Humphreys moved That a respect- 
ful Address bo presented to His Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor requesting a re- 
turn of all letters and aub-coiloctoruto ac- 
counts connected with tho olliee of Gov- 
ernment Agout and Deputy Gold Com- 
missioner iu tho precinct of Okauagau. 
Carried. 

U9QUIMALT AND NANAIMO BAILWAL. 

Tho debate on Mr.Pimbury's resolution 
was resumed. 

Dr. Tolmie road his amendment which 
is as follows: 

"That tho House regretted that tho 
Earl of Carnarvon's recent dispatches 
convoyed tho intelligence that certain 
settlements pointedly set forth, and hope- 
fully and trustingly recommondod by his 
Lordship to the Dominion Government 
in his despatches of 1S7-1 wore now ren- 
dered temporarily impracticable, but in- 
asmuch as tlu Esquimalt-Nanaimo Eail- 
w.iy will prove of great national bonofit 
whethor the trans-continental line reaches 
tho Pacilic Ocean at Unto Inlet or at Bur- 
rard Inlet, it is considered that ooninionoa- 
ment of tho Island lino should be no 
longer delayed than for tho time mention- 
ed in His Lordship's dispatch of 18th 
Dec. 1876." 

Dr. Tolmio reviewed tho railway ques- 
tion from the time that tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment agreed to build tho Pacific Bail- 
way in ten years' time down to tho pre- 
sent. When Sir John Macdonald's Gov- 
ernment went out of power, Mr. Macken- 
zie sent out Mr. Edgar, who came pro- 
perly aeci edited, to make a now arrange- 
ment about the time the DeCosmos- Walk- 
em Government were suspected of inten- 
tions to relax tho tortus for purposes of ! 
their own, and Messrs. Tolmio and Rob- 
ertson wero elected on tho platform of 
"no relaxation till we know what terms 
Mr. Mackenzie has to propose" by over- 
whelming majorities over the Government 
candidates. Mr. Edgar was induced to | 
suppress his credentials, and ou the 8th 
of May, 1874, Mr. Walkem (who hud ask 
ed Mr. Edgar to suppress his credentials) 
demanded Mr. Edgar's authority. Mr. 
Edgar was recalled shortly afterwards, 
and Mr. Walkem who had England "on 
tho Drain," went on his mission to Eng 
laud (laughter.) When became back ho 
feared to ask this House to ratify tho 
Carnarvon Terms, and on tho Sib of May, 
1875, we hud tho startling information 
that the Esquimalt-Nanaimo Railway Bill 
had been thrown out of the Canadian 
Semite because tho Ministry horo had ro- 
fused to ask tho House to confirm tho 
Carnarvon Terms. Lord DutTerin had 
spoken kindly to the people and had 
shown how Canada had suffered from 
business depression; and while ho (Dr. 
Tolmie) did not say there wero notfauits 
on both sides, ho considered that our late 
Ministry wero seriously to blumo for the 
present troubles. The assurances ive had 
received from Lord Du fibrin wore grati- 
fying and he believed now that after the 
lapse of a single summer railway work 
would be commenced in the Province, 
(hear.) Tho Esquimalt-Nanaimo rail- 
way would he of groat value 
and ships could load at Esquimalt 
with coal brought there by rail iu shorter 
time than if they wero to proceed to load 
at Nauaimo, and thus avoid tho dangers 
of navigation. If the railway came 
to Burrard Inlet the Island road would 
also be of great advantage to die country. 
Ships could load and unload at Nanaimo 
and thus avoid the intricate navigation 
between this port anil Burrard Inlet, 
There were Lugo deposits of coal and 
iron between hero and Nanaimo which 
could bo utilized if a lino of rail wore 
run to Esquimalt. Tho hon. gentleman 
proceeded to show from iho Dufforin 
speech that Mr. Mackenzie could not help 
the throwing out of tho Island Railway 
Bill. He showed, too, that the Conserva- 
tives largely predominated among tho 
opponents of the Bill. Lord Carnarvon's 
dispatch had wrought good, as was shown 
by the moderate course of the peoplo of 
Victoria at a recent public meeting, and 
by tho course of tho good men of Cedar 
Hill (cheers.) Columbia held that if 
tho railway came to Burrard Inlet the 
Island would be entitled to all tho com- 
pensation. Ho believed that would bo 
conceded on all sides. 

Mr. Walkem did not see that theamend- 
ment was any better than the resolution. 
Wo know from tho hon. gentleman that 
lie has beon in correspondence with 
Messrs Blake and Mackenzie. 

Dr. Tolmio explained that ho was not 
is oorrospDmleiMW-'V'tb •b.cse gentlemen; 
but he had corrected M.t. Blake when he 
said that there wero numerous good har- 
bors between Victoria and Nanaimo. 

Mr. Wulkem continued that to every mo- 
tion that bad been brought up hero the 
GuVtsattiiCut had ?aij, ch, that prejudices 
our soats; and what seour.ty can they 
have when the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works' private opinion differs 
so much from his public opinion. The 
leader of tho Government, who hud 
pledged his honor to support the railroad, 
retains the hon. gentleman in his Minis- 
try. The Premier had not been uphold- 
ing the railway. The leader of the Gov- 
ernment iu this House is only so nomi- 
nally; the real leader is one whoso name 
doe* not appear in this House. If that 
loader had done his duty he would have 
called on thoChief Commissioner to hand 
in his portfolio, this would havo been 
a m mly and straightforward course. It is 
a shameless piece of effrontery for tho 
gentlemen to retain ihoso seats. Consti- 
tutional practice and parliamentary rules 
should bo curried out as far as possible. 
Tho Commissioner could never convince 
him of his sincerity, even though ho vot- 
ed for the Carnarvon Terms. Experienc- 
ed men cannot bo convinced by such 
trifles. He said that tho railroad was con- 
demned by the Government, and it will 
be said that popular pressure compelled 
them to vote for this resolution. This 
resolution is out of order; but I support 
it because it is right in its sentiments. 
He thought that if tho leader of the Gov- 
ernment hud not tho courage to ask this 
Minister to resign then bo should resign 
himself. Ho cannot tell anyone that tho 
Chief Commissioner is with him ou the 
Carnarvon Terms; no one can bsliovo it. 
If ho wero iu his place ho thought ho 
would havo pursued a different course. 
M r. Walkem hero moved tho adjournment, 
which was carried.

The Okanagan Gold Dig- 
gings. 

A PEESTJJffPTlTE BIOH FIELD! 

How and What it Costs to Get There ! 

In response to a request mado a few 
days ago by a correspondent, wo now 
furnish what information wo havo res- 
pecting tho Okanagau Gold-Mining Dis- 
trict. 

The district lies- west of the Columbia 
river and east of Oktiuagan lake, in what 
is known tis tho gold range of mountains. 
Cherry Creok, from wtiioh tho larger 
quantity of dust camo last summer, was 
worked at its lowor extremity, or whore 
it fulls into tho Spillamaoheen or Shua- 
wap river, as early as 18(33, with favorable 
results; but tho bod of tho creek only 
was examined ; and although at the timo a 
few minors did passably well, tho diffi- 
culty at that early period of procuring 
provisions (Hope on Eraser rivor being 
tho nearest point of supply) was such as 
to lead to its abandonment; — yet not be- 
fore a vein of good silver ore was discov- 
ered, out of which ore valued at §2,000 
per ton was taken. With the samo fatal- 
ity that has hithorto attended all such 
undertakings in British Columbia this 
discovery was followed by tho useless ox- 
pendilure of some thousands of dollars in 
the attempt to strike the true vein. Tho 
company, having secured a grant of oue 
half niilo square for prospecting purpos- 
es, were compelled to abandon the enter- 
prise simply for want of experience iu 
following up mineral lodes. From this 
time forward tho immediate vicinity of 
Cherry Crock mino has always had its at- 
tractions to men settled there, and from 
time to timo has been visited by prospect- 
ors. Among those who havo prospected 
there we may name Poter Basset, Luo 
Girouard, and Joe and Louis Christian. 
The brothers Christian, in 1876, determ- 
ined to give tho creek a fair trial, and 
moved in thoro in July. After a fow days' 
prospecting the}' took up ground about 
milo ubovo tho old silver ore ledge. 
Two months previously to this a compauy 
of Chinamen had got to work on the bed 
of the creek in closo proximity to tho sil- 
ver lode, and by turning the creek found 
good pay, and a bank of pay of dirt vary- 
ing in depth from 2 to 5 foet. They are 
credited by one of tboir number with 
having taken out $1G per day,— although 
tho company do not acknowledge to more 
them St to $8 per day,— to tho hand. 
JUittlo or none of tho dust taken out by 
Chinamen has como to light as Chorry 
Creok gold unless we except small quan- 
tities in that section of the country for 
supplies. 

Toe amount taken out by) the "Chris- 
tian Compaay.," up toNovember last, when 
Mr. Louis Christian visited Victoria, was 
SI, 150. At that lime they had closed 
down for the winter: but ns the season 
was favorable for mining, two of the part- 
ners, continued work, aud in Dooambor 
camo out with $510, the product of little 
less than ono month's work. 

Immediately above tho "Christian Co.' 
is another compauy of tbreo uion who at* 
preparing for spring operations. 

Tlio claims now opened by white men 
are on well defined leads, and are found 
in tho hill, showing a blao slate bedrock 
with coarso gold. 

Tha appliances used so far are very 
rude, but preparations are being mad* to 
hydraulicize the claims noit season. 

All tho men who visited Charry Greek 
last summer speak in tho most positive 
terms ol the existence of a bona fide seam 
of great extent running into tha hills, aud 
are sanguine of making a good stake next 
summer. Soveral claims havo been re- 
corded during the present winter, and it 
is confidently expected that a largo sec- 
tion of country iu the vicinity will got an 
over-turning this year. 

Tho gold dust now on exhibition in 
Mr. Redfern's window is tho property of 
Air. Eli. Lequime, and was consigned to 
Hon. F, G. Vernon, who kindly allowed 
it to bo exhibited. Tho 6amplo is not all 
from Cherry Creek. A portion is from 
Mission Creek, which empties into Lake 
Okauagau at tho Roman Catholic Mis- 
sion, and is about 40 miles south-west of 
Cherry Creek. 

Wo have been permitted to make the 
following extract frssn a private Iftfeter 
dated 18th Dec. Inst: 

"On Mission Creok and Okanagan Lako 
a good dtal of ground has boon recorded. 
One John Williams, on old Caribooite, 
bus rim a tunnel 00 foet into tho hill with 
good jlrospeots, 1 aod the- Xo-p-p Q&»~w&- 
sawing lumber for flutning a portion of 
the crock from the canyon t > their claim. 
There uro live or six intereits in this 
company, and all hands fully bolievo tbnt 
they can do well next spring. Tho Johnny 
MoDougall Co. of four men hare taken 
up claims below tho Kopp, and did ex- 
traordinarily woll for n short tim» this fall, 
taking out $30 per diem." 

The length of the miuins season in this 
district would bo from 12th April to oud 
of November, and iu such winters as the 
present, no timo whatever need bo lost. 

Mission Creek is distant from Cache 
Creek 152 miles, and Cherry Creek from 
tho same point 100 miles. From Cache 
Cieek putties for Mission Creek may uso 
the waggon road all the way; or, if pre- 
ferred, u small steamer can be taken at 
the foot of Kamloops Lake to Spillama- 
oheen, 125 miles; tlionco by waggon road 
to Mission. Creek, 55 miles. Parties for 
Cherry Creok, if Iho steimer bo used, 
leave the staamer at Spillamaoheen, travel 
by waggon road 15 miles to head of Oknii 
,igau Lako, from which point they will 
i» quire to uso pack horses 45 miloi to tho 
mines. 

The rate of packing charged by In- 
dians last summer ovor the -15 miles was 
two cents per lb., and freight by Iho 
steamer from Savona'a ferry to Spillama- 
ebe.on was one cent nor lb. Stage faro 
from Yale to head of Okauagau L ike was 
835. It is expected that othor and diflor 
ect arrangements may be mado this year, 
yet they will not vary much in point of 
cost from thoso of Inst year. 



"Oh! A. C. E. Resign!" 

Grand Opposition Rally at Philhar- 
monic Hall. 



A largo mooting of tho supporters of 
the Opposition in tho House was held ut 
Philharmonic Hall last evening, Mayor 
Drake in tho chair. It is worthy of ro- 
mark that with tho exception of tho May- 
or, who was there in au official capacity 
and Mr. A. II. Gray (who cumo to express 
confidence iu Mr. Elliott) not a person 
appeared on tho platform who did not 
voto against Mr. Elliott at the hut elec- 
tion. In fact, all wero on Mr. Duck's 
committee, Hero is tho list: Messrs. J, 
P. Duvios, C. Hawyard, J. W. Williams, 
W. Dalby, J. York, P. Lester, W.And can, 
C. Qowen, and W. Wilson. Mr. Shakes- 
peare acted ns Secretary. Speeches were 
limited to ton minutos. 

Mr, W. Wilson from tho committeo ap- 
pointed at tho previous meeting to wuit 
ou Mr. Elliott aud ask what steps ho in- 
tended to lako respecting tho retention of 
Mr. Vernon iu his cabinet, reported that 
Mr. Elliott hud declined to roceivo the 
oommittoo, as ho considered himself an- 
sworablo to Parliament only. 

The report was rocoivod and tho com- 
mittee discharged. 

Mr. J. P. Davios moved "that as Mr. 
Elliott had violatod bis plodgoa ami ro- 
fused to reeoivo the committeo, itis there- 
fore resolved that in the opinion of this 
meeting Mr. Elliott has forfeited tho cou- 
fldonco of his constituents aud that ho 
ought to bo requested to resign." Mr. 
Davies advised that a petition bo signed 
and that thojjooplo march en masse to tho 
House and demand tbo Premier's resig- 
nation. 

Mr. Lester seconded, and went in for 
"voting them all out." 

Mr. Beaven made a characteristic 
speech; but made ouo sensible remark. 
He said ho had not helpod to olect Mr. 
Elliott and did not think lie ought to have 
anything to say about turning him out. 
He thought that ought to be le/l to those who 
elected him. As regards separation he 
wanted it to take place immediately. 

Mr. Humphreys followed in a revolu- 
tionary speech which was greatly relished 
by those present — nearly all of whom, less 
than a your ago, had done all they could 
to defeat and dogiado him. 

Capt. Evans came next, and sailed into 
his fellow-members who vot^d with tho 
Government without gloves. 

Mr. Gray next addressed tho meeting, 
stating that all questions had too sides. 
He regretted that the Government from 
their position woro precluded from being 
then present, as ho felt assured they 
would put themselves right in tho eyes 
of electors. He contrasted tho advantages 
of Responsible Government as compared 
with the official domiuion under which 
we suffered while a Crown Colony. He 
stated that under Responsible Govern- 
ment the people deputed certain powers 
to their representatives, and they as a 
body in turn centralized in somo measure 
tliair power in tha Premier. He consid- 
ered that tho resolution arrived at by the 
previous public meeting presumed and 
intruded upon tho functions of the legis- 
lature whoii dictating to the Premier any 
special lino of action. He said he .was, 
with tho previous speakers, an adherent 
to tho Carnarvon Terms anil the only 
difference between thorn was the course 
by which thoy can best bo secured. Ho 
thought tho "fight Mackenzie - ' policy had 
been disastrous to tho best interests of the 
Province uud considered that the interests 
of the Province would bo best subserved 
by a somewhat more conciliatory tone 
being adopted towards theDominion Gov- 
ernment, which, whilo adhering to the 
rights of tho Province, would yet embrace 
tha tuaviter in tnodo with tliu fortiter 
(n re. Ho thought that if any such 
mob pressuro as was suggested by the ie- 
Kolution was taken it would probably re 
suit in the capi'al of tho Province being 
removed from Victoria to the Mainland, 
whero Legislative deliberations would not 
bo intruded upon by mob violence. All 
would agree that that would bo a great 
misfortune for this City. Continuing, 
Mr. Gray stated that ho thought those 
meeting's aud tho present agitation against 
the Government were the result of the 
plans of a secret political organization 
called the Carnarvon Club. Ho did not 
know much about that club; but if ono 
were to judge it by tho statements mado 
by ex-members it was a very questionable 
society. Amidst considerable confusion, 
ho then moved the following amendment. 

Resolved— That this meeting pledges its 
firm adherence to the Carnarvon Terms; 
and expresses confidence that Mr. 
Elliott (till U3&M3 host s-vi-wvor* to se- 
cure the fulfilment of the samo." 
Throughout his remarks Mr. Gray was 
frequently interrupted hy the Carnarvon 
Club emissaries who woro scattered 
throughout the building and who now 
oroaiod riuob -a -u?-?2-2-r as- -m«HUfiil Urn 
resolution being put, and tho origiuul re- 
solution was then carried. 

Aftor a voto of thanks being given to 
tho Mayor as chairman, the mooting ad- 
journed.

European. 

The Russian Government has sent a 
circular to tlio Great Powers asking for 
the abrogation of the Treaty of Paris in 
return for liussian disarmament. The 
English press almost unanimously oppose 
this preposition. Tho prevailing senti- 
ment is that it would be unwise to pur- 
chase tho demobilization of the Russian 
army by u practical surrender of tho treaty 
of Paris, and the concession to Ru-sia of 
tho future right to establish a protector 
ate over Turkish European provinces. 
Even if Turkey wero able to work out sat- 
isfactory reforms, Russia or Russian t-o- 
oietj would not give her tho opportunity 
to do so.

I have now given a brief state, 
ment of my treatment of him while in my employ. 
Let them Judge between us. 

Probably it might not be out of place to state that 
no grievance was complained of when tt'o demand of 
au advance of 20 cents per ton wss made, but tho re- 
instatement of t.ne man who was alleged to have got 
his discharge. Tho weighing machine was adjusted, 
as I have already stated, to the satisfaction of all 
that were present on iho first of February, and I 
heard no men inn of It by «uyouo, until JO d«yu aftnr 
the strike took place. 

There might have been u grievance made of tho 7 
boxea being considered a day's work (although it was 
a rule made by the miners) as many in tho mine hove 
told me frequently that they could send out 8 every 
day. Even ono man went as far as to curse tho rule 
they had mado themselves, and stated that ho could 
send out 10 each day.
